DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is responsive to communication filed 1 2/29/06. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Examiner withdraws the 35 USC 1 1 2 rejections for claims 7 and 1 3. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 2/29/07 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
6,980,692 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 12-16 and 18-24 (renumbered claims 1-10, 11-15 and 16-22, 
respectively) are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claims 1, 7, 13 and 19. 

Regarding claims 1 and 19, the claims specifically define features of a cartridge. 
The prior art fails to discloses using bounding box to identify the location of a desired 
physical feature in the threshold image. These features in an image tape cartridge

picker system are not taught in the prior art. Claims 2-6 and 20-24 depend on claims 1 
and 19, respectively. Therefore are also allowable. 

Regarding claims 7 and 13, claims were amended to include features of objected 
claims 1 1 and 17. The prior art fails described the specific desired physical feature in 
the threshold image within a tape library system as claimed. Claims 8-10, 12, 14-16 
and 18 depend on claims 7 and 13. Therefore are also allowable.
